Hines, di­ 
rector general of railroads, virtu­ 
ally all powers conferred or the ex 
ecutive by the bill . Mr. H . es will 
also continue to exercise the duties 
of director general, which continues 
beyond the return of the roads to 
private control at midnight tomor 
row nighi.

the law w,” irrespective of any state 
statute legalizing the sale of liquor, 
it was announced today by Commis­ 
sioner Roper of the internal rev­ 
enue bureau. 
Mr. Roper’s ruling resulted from 
the bill now pending before the 
New 
Jersey legislature legalizing 
the ."ale and manufacture of beer 
containing 3 1- per cent of alcohol. 
“The bureau of internal revenue 
is charged with the enforcement of 
the national prohibition act.” he 
said. 
"It definitely prohibits the 
manufacture and sale for beverage 
purposes of all liquors, containing 
one-half per cent or more of alco­ 
hol by volume. 
This 
being 
the 
case, the manufacture and sale of 
3 Hi per cent beer, which is permit­ 
ted by the bill in the N e w Jersey 
legislature, is in direcT violation of 
the federal statute 
All persons, 
therefore, who are found guilty of 
this violation of the federal statute

will he proceeded against to the 
limit of the law ,"

Pencils are just now the favorite 
merchandise of these people who 
put the person to whom they are 
sent in the position of being obliged 
to go to the trouble of returning 
the articles, or sending Die money 
demanded, or of appearing dishon­ 
est. 
It is probably one of the most ir­ 
ritating methods of solicitation to 
which busy people are subjected, 
for it is a curious fact that a re­ 
sponsible individual will feel more 
responsible toward an appeal
